CHILD KILLED 


LORRY DRIVER 
EXONERATED 


A verdict of death from shock and hemor- 
rhage, following severe injuries to the nght 
arm, which necessitated its amputation, was 
returned by a jury at an inquest in the 
Richmond Hospital yesterday on Patrick 
O'Toole (34), Brewel House, Colbinstown, 
whose death occurred as a result of injuries 
received at Mervil House, Colbinstown, Dun- 
lavin, Co. Wicklow. 

According to the evidence given by Michael 
Whyte, Ballytoole, Navan, lorry driver, a load 
of hay was delivered at Mervil House on 
Saturday last, and when approaching the 
entrance gates to the house he noticed a 
number of children on the road some distance 
from the entrance. A boy of fourteen years 


reveising the lorry, and when Whyte pro- 
ceeded to drive in both gates had been opened. 
The load was slightly wider than the gates, 
which were flanked by two 6ft, stone pillars. 
At no time did the lorry driver see the 
deceased child. until he was told on reaching 
the house that O'Toole had been injured. 
Some stones which had been dislodged from 
the shaken pillar were found to be spattered 
with blood, and it was admitted it was 
possible that the pressure of the load might 
have knocked them down. 

The jury added a rider exoneratir.g the 
driver of the lorry from blame, but adding 
that greater care should have been exercised, 
in view of the presence on the top of the lorry. 
load of-two other men, at least one of whom 
should have seen that the gates were quite 
clear of children.

- Mr. Justice Hanna asked what benefit did 
a registered chemist get under the Act. 

Mr. McCann said that under the Acts of 
1875 and 1890 it was made illegal and a 
matter subject to prosecution for anybody to 
sell: poisons or Sispease medicines unless 
registered, and, therefore, persons who vere 
registered were given the benefit of belonging 
to a profession with a monopoly. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the Acts were 
passed for the protection of the public from 
unqualified people. ' 

Mr. McCann said that no doubt that was 
the motive of the legislation, but it was easy 
to asceytain that the Act did another thing. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it could 
hardly be said that the Licensing Acts had 
the effect of constituting the licensed trade a 
sheltered one or that the licensing legislation 
was passed for the benefit of the publicans. 
Surely all such Mhama was passed for the 
benefit of the public? 

Mr, McCann said that that was the object. 
In every civilised country ge ps of this 
kind was passed for the benefit of the public 
oc a section of the public, but under the 
Pharmacy Act nobody was to carry on either 
as a chemist or a pharmacist unless that 
person was serene through the instru- 
mentality of the Society. | 

On the question of trade, Mr. McCann sub- 
mitted that the schools and examinations 
conducted by the Society were rendering a 
commercial service. : 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne asked whether, if by 
an Act of Farliament a society was charged 
with the responsibility to ascertain if certain 
persons had reached a certain standard of 
proficiency, and if that Society was em- 
poweced to charge a certain fee in respect 
of that examination, it could be said that in 
doing so the Society was carrying on a 
trade. 


Mr. McCann said that it was his argument 
that such was carrying on a trade. — 

Mr. Costello fer the Society, said that he 
took the stand that the Pharmacy Acts were 
passed for the protection of the public, Not 
merely was the Society set up for a charitable 
purpese—becanse it protected the public 
against unqualified persons dealing in dan- 
gerous drugs and poisons and making up 
prescriptions—but its purpose was also 
educational. A lot of confusion had been 
caused in the case by use of words such as 
‘“* monopoly.” The consequences of the 
establishment of the body were entirely irrele- 
vant provided that the Court could ascertain 
the purpose of the Legislature in creating 
the body. 

The Statute of 1791, under which the Apothe- 
caries’ Hall was established, was the root from 
which the profession of pharmaceutical 
chemist had since grown, and throughout the 
preamble to that Act was the dominant note 
of the fraud that was then being practised 
on the public by unqualified persons, and the 
inconvenience to the public was emphasised. 
What happened was thát, in the development 
of the Apothecaries Hall, apothecaries quali- 
fied as doctors and practised more as such 
than in carrying out the duty imposed on 
them by the Statute. The object of the 
1875 Act was to encourage persons to become 
qualified as pharmaceutical chemists in the 
interest of the public. It was remarkable. it 
the o nt ge of that Statute was to create ‘‘a 
valuables monopoly in a sheltered profession,”’ 
the one thin which the Statute did not do 
was to enable the object to be achieved. 
The Society could not touch a pharmaceutical 
chemist once he had left the examination hall. 
He did not enter a profession sheltered by 
powers. conferred on the Society, but became 
a complete stranger to that statutory entity. 
How, asked Mr. Costello, could it be sug- 
gested, in those circumstances, that the main 
pu of the Society’ was to create a 
sheltered monopoly ? 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. 
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SIR OSWALD MOSLEY’S 


A Great 
Lyrical 
Composer

N the 17th of October, 1849, Frederick 
Francois Chopin, idol of the salons of 
Europe, died in aris, | 

The position of Chopin in the world of 
music is seldom clearly defined, His was not 
an all-em ag genius capable of much or 
varied work; in point of fact, Chopin's real 
contribution to music may be summed up by 
saying that he classicized many. national 
dances of Poland and completed Field’s work 
of raising the status of dance rhythms to 
the greatest heights where they might remain 
inviolate and lasting. Remove Chopin from 
the pianoforte, and his art would be less than 
negligible; remove him from everything but 
the pianoforte and his glory would 
diminished by an infinitesmal amount. His 
two concertos for piano and orchestra have 
some very pleasant music for the solo instru- 
ment, but the . orchestration is worse 
than colourless—it is bad work. It 
is the work of someone who is 
either incapable or elise too lazy to use 
brillant ideas to the full. But in his waltzes, 
mazurkas, studies or nocturnes he 1s showing 
the real Chopm, he is the great lyrical com- 
poser, who is only in his element when work- 
ing on small, exquisitely fashioned things; he 
produces graceful, melancholy, superbly 
elegant jokes, at which one may smile, but 
never laugh; he is always comme i faut, he 
w ma wearing daintily spotless Byronic 
coilars. 


A DHEAMY YOUNG MAN 


He was not nearly as great a romantic as 
many people have taken pains to suggest, he 
was not nearly as sensitive as he 1s generally 
made out to have been, he was far more 
pampered and spoiled than is usually 
admitted; ne was, in fact, a perfect example 
of a hanger-on to an artificial society that 
took a long time to tire of him, merely 
because he was always so careful to keep 
up the pose of the delicate, dreamy young 
man, subject to to such charming fits of 
moodiness and who could be perfectly and 
iy í temperamental without offending 
anyone by his temperament. 

Now, eighty-eight years after his death, 
Chopin is held just as high as during his life- 
time. Like Horace, he had the gift of pro- 
ducing works of art that were flawless, of 
small size and easily understood. His music 
is a thing of moods and fancies, whimsical 
ideas intricately worked, leaving avenues 
wiexplored but touched upon, delighting the 
senses with their exquisite fashioning. He 
composed for society, and society has never 
forgotten its debt of gratitude. 

On the whole his life was uninteresting. 
Born in Poland of French stock, he quickly, 
through the influence and patronage of a 
Warsaw prince, became pa om after in the 
brilliant, fashionable circles of that city. In 
1629, at the age of nineteen, he left Poland 
for Vienna, where he was an instantaneous 
success, and in 1831 he set out for London, 
but owing to the delights of Paris society 
never reached England. Settled in the French 
capital, he played in public and privately, 
earning considerable sums by giving lessons. 
His health began to fail in 1857, and owing 
to the kindness of George Sand, that quaint 
opposite of himself, went to Majorca, where 
he recovered, largely because of her continual 
care. That was probably the most unhappy 

art of his life. He lived in a ramshackle 
rouse, and the weather was bad; his illness 
seemed to be getting worse instead of better, 
and he momentarily tired >f his benefactress. 
It was during this period that he composed 
most of his preludes, and in them one can 
feel his nature rebelling agairst every dis- 
comfort and the general lack of society. 


AN UNEVENTFUL LIFE 


Chopin’s genius raised a peevish melancholy 
to something noble and Moving, so that the 
outcome of a wet holiday turned out to be 
some of his best work. From this 
time until his death in 1849 he suffered con- 
tinually, and coincident with his poor health 
were all the unhappiness and hypersensitivity 
usually only found in confirmed invalids. A 

ear before he died he visited England, where 

is many admirers made much oi him. 

That 1s his life, and for a man so great a 
genius and famous, singularly devoid of in- 
terest or incident. He managed to immor- 
talise his spirit so that, when a pianist, no 
matter whether it be a struggling amateur or 
a great virtuoso, begins to play a prelude or 
a nocturne, a mazurka or a polonaise, the 
listeners are carried on the magic carpet of 
his music to the salons of Paris, to exquisite 
lace and elegant wit to ne crystal and 
imperial Tokay, to a vague, wy society 
that goes with brilliant lights and polished 
floors, reflecting ell the glories of early nine- 
teenth century dress luxury.

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ITS RAVAGES AND 
THEIR PREVENTION 


(BY A COUNTY M.0,H.) 


UBERCULOSIS, or, as it is commonly 
- known, “consumption,” is the most 
frequent and widespread of all the grave 
diseases. In this country it is nsible for 
approximately 10 per cent. of all deaths, Not 
0 does it cause this mortality in Ireland, 
but it often follows on the heels of Irish 
emigrants to other countries, From time to 
time reports of the high amount of tuber 
culosis among the Irish in America and 
England reach us and makes sad reading. 
ow, when we inquire into the t of 
person affected by tuberculosis, we find it is 
the poor that is attacked to a much greater 
relative extent than the rich. Indeed, one 1s 
inclined ta feel oftentimes that tuberculosis 
is, in the main, a disease of poverty, promoted 
by poverty, and inevitably leading to worse 
poverty, because ill-health over years causes 
a reduced earning wage. 


BAD HOUSING 


Bad housing is another t factor in the 
spread of this disease. It is well known that 
tuberculosis attacks, in addition to man, 
animals and birds; but it does not attack 
animals which are constantly in the open or 
birds in nature, or, for that matter, man in 
the open—i.e., primitive races. It is said 
that tuberculosis is very rare in the Arran 
islands, because of the custom of not housing 
cattle to any extent. Rather, tuberculosis is 
a disease of animals in the byre, birds in 
coops, and man in houses. Accordingly the 
worse the house the more is a case of tuber- 
culosia likely to transmit the disease to 
others. 

That tuberculosis is taking, or can be com- 
municated, has been known from the earliest 
times— Galen recognised it eighteen centuries 
ago. It, however, remained for a German 
scientist—Koch—to discover the germ about 
fifty years ago. This germ is coughed up by 
a tuberculous person in the sputum or spittle, 
and from repeated coughs it is sprayed around 
the room or house. It is, accordingly, easy 
to understand that if a case starts in a house 
the other members have very little chance of 
escape from the disease, unless the case is 
removed immediately and kept separated from 
others of the household. 


HEREDITY 


It is commonly thought that tuberculosis is 
hereditary. This has never been proven. 
Sometimes (and the writer has, to his regret, 
witnessed many instances) tuberculosis 
sweeps away a whole family. It does this 
because the dose of infection transmitted to 
the family by the first case or cases was too 
great to overcome. Often it is recorded 
where one member of the family lived away 
from the house that person never developed 
the infection, thus showing clearly that the 
initimate living in the house with the infected 
case swept away those families, and that it 
was not heredity was responsible. 

It was demonstrated in a recent survey 
carried out in an English County (Lanca- 
shire) that a doctor is, on an average, ten 
to twelve times more likely to discover tuber- 
culosis in a household where another member 
has it than among the ordinary people. 

The frequency of tuberculosis among the 
general population in Ireland is still 
extremely high. It is a fact that one person 
in every hundred of the Or gy is affected, 
thus over one and a half as mach as in 
neighbouring countries, such as England. 


OTHER FACTORS 


Other factors in the production of tuber- 
culosis, apart from poverty and an unhygieni< 
manner of living in defective houses, are: 
(a) Infected milk, this form of disease 
generally attacks children; (b) overcrowding, 
hardships and overwork tend to light up the 
disease. : 

Having reviewed the causes of tuberculosis 
the remedies to be applied appear to he 
obvious. The campaign against tuberculosis 
must not be regarded as an isolated subject 
It is an integral part of public health, and so 
every measure which promotes the health and 
well-being of the community is a contribution 
towards it. The plan of attack may be 
grouped into general and particular measures. 


GENERAL AND SPECIAL 
MEASURES 


General measures directed towards the 
improvement of health and of the nation 
generally, such as (1) the gu ben force 
of educational measures, such as the teachin 
of ‘‘ house hygiene’’ in the schools, an 
especially in the new vocational schools: By 
house hygiene I mean the value of practical 
ventilation—the training of the child .mind 
to regard spitting as taboo, etc.; (2) further 
endeavours directed to the amelioration of 
social conditions conducive to tuberculosis, 
and the early elimination of certainly. dire 
poverty at least. Other general provisions, 
such as proper housing, opportunities fo 
physical exercises and recreation, improved 
nutrition, by such means as school meals for 
ehildren and the securing of wheat, potatoes 
and milk at a suitable price for the worker: 
an adequate child welfare system, and 
hygienic conditions for indoor workers. 

Special measures . involve co-ordinated 
sites and nursing aid, with all facilities for 
getting at a case as soon as possible. In this 
connection an active voluntary society can 
lay a leading réle in the elimination of 
tuberculosis by active educational work, by 
persuasion as regards minimising infection, 
and in several other ways.

ago, when he retired from business 
and went into the County Home at Loughrea.

relatives and neighbours. 

On Saturday night Faherty ste oo aboard 
the .Galway-Clifden bus at Ga way and 
quietly bought a single ticket. to Clifden. He 
tried to get into conversation with other 
Clifden passengers, but they only stared at 
him in terror. He could find no reason why 
he should be ostracised thus after a few 
months’ absence, and when he arrived at 
Clifden he approached a one-time friend with | 
a view to securing an explanation. The friend 
turned and fled, followed by other bystanders. 
The ghost story quickly spread, and soon 
Faherty was alone, and doors were being 
shut and bolted all along the main street. 
He went to the house of another friend in 
another street, and when his friend opened 
the door and saw the visitor he promptly 
fainted. More courageous neighbours soon 
arrived, however, and explanations folléwed, 
when Faherty learned for the first time that 
he was officially dead and buried. 

He said. that he saw a funeral leaving 
Loughrea for Connemara about three weeks 
ago, but it did not occur to him that it 
might have been his own. He wrote to his 
niece on Thursday last, saying that he was 
returning home, but she, omens to look 
at the date, thought the letter had been 
written before his death and mislaid in the 


t 

This is the second occasion u which 
Faherty was believed to be Mom. sg Thirty 
years ago he was overcome by gas while 
working in the famous Brooklyn Bridge 
tunnel and doctors pronounced him dead, and 
he was placed in the morgue beside a corpse. 
When attendants came to coffin him they 
noticed him stirring, and further examination 
proved that he had only been unconscious. 

The identity of the corpse which usurps 
Faherty’s grave in Omey still remains a 
mystery, but exhumation is expected to take 


place.

TREASURE TROVE FROM “Il

Almost a lifetime of work in indexing and 
collating is involved in the thousands of re- 
cords and’ documents collected in England by 
the Southern Rhodesian Government Archivist 
during his recent visit. A new building is 
under construction in Salisbury for the proper 
housing of all the precious material that 
during the last few years has been saved 
from loss and destruction. 

The hunt for historical records has ‘been 
something in the nature of detective work, 
and almost as exciting. For instance, the 
study of an old diary, time-vellowed letter 
or official document may indicate the ex- 
—— of b aioe: ae gr. and valuable ree 
cords, and, perhaps, suggest wher h 
might be rinn ig Ben: 

After accumulating a pocket book full of 
such clues from various sources in Southern 
Rhodesia, Mr. V. W. Hillier, the Archivist, 
visited England early this year, and returned 
with ten tons of material. But for his per- 
sonal investigation it is probable that many 
of these papers and pictures of historical 
value might have been dispersed and lost. 
_An example of a valuable find is the 
Coillard papers. Francois Coillard was a 
French missionary, who, when missionaries 
were not allowed in French colonies, worked 
under the London Missionary Society. Soon 
after 1868 he founded missionary stations in 
Basutoland. Coillard married a Scots 
woman, who, with his niece. accompanied 
him on a two years’ journey that took them 
across the Zambesi. He hecame friendly 
with King Lewanika of the great: Barotse 
tribe. and nersuaded him to put himself under 
the protection of Great Britain. These papers 
have been presented to the ®hodesian 
Governngent by Miss C. W. Mackintosh, of 
Heathfield, Sussex, 

In his wonderfully successful search of the 
Old Country, Mr. Hillier was greatly assisted 
by the authorities at the British Museum, 
the Missionary Societies and others. In 
many cases where originals could not be 
obtained photostat copies of documents, 
maps and sketches were made for the 
thodesian archives.

The Russian Darkness 


It would be interesting to lift the veil 
that shrouds Russia, ard to see exactly 
what is happening there. The nation: of 
Western. Europe, obsessed with the 
Mediterranean peril, have paid curiously 
little attention to Stalin’s — gigantic 
‘‘ purge.” Russia is so huge, and the 
Communist Party's control »f news—news 
designed .both for domestic consumption 
and for export—is so efficient that only 
bare paragraphs witness to the terror 
under which the nation must be living 
to-day. Almost every day for many 
weeks past it has been reported that such 
and such a Commissar has been removed 
from office: rather less often, that such 
and such a Commissar has faced the 
firing squad. Some of the most famous 
names in Russia’s modern history 
have appeared in these melancholy 
paragraphs; one recognises, in the lists of 
dead or disgraced, men- who, side by side 
with Leni and Trotsky, were the makers 
of the Revolution—men who, until a few 
short weeks ago, were honoured in the 
councils of the U.S.S.R. Tukachevsky, 
the chief of the entire Red Army; the 
Presidents and Premiers of virtually 
every Soviet Republic, Commissars and 
Vice-Commissars, generals and civil 
servants galore, have been thrust by one 
means or other from their once high 
estate. Their offences are described in 
varying terms. ‘‘ Treason,” ‘‘ reaction,” 
‘ sabotage,’’ ‘‘ Trotskyism,’’; are among 
the most common descriptions; but in 
every case their sin, real or fictitious, has 
been that of mutiny against the dictator, 
Stalin. About the “justice of their 
punishment, even from the point of view 
of a Communist dictator, it is impossible 
to be certain; for treason, from that 
point of view, can be made to include 
everything. It may be simply that 
their power or popularity has grown so 
great as to be a source of terror to the 
dictator. Perhaps, they genuinely have 
conspired, whether for honourable or 
treasonable motives. At all, evrenis, 
execution and degradation have followed 
one another in tragic sequence, until it 
seems that few of the big figures of Soviet 
Russia can be left. 

These are the circumstances in which 
Stalin proposes to bring the U.S.S.R. a 
step nearer to democracy. In less than 
two months a general election will be 
held, and the heterogeneous peoples of 
Russia will be asked to vote for an All. 
Union Parliament on, outwardly, not un- 
democratic principles. There will be two 
Chambers, the Council of Union and the 
Council of Nationalities; and there will 
be a Supreme Council—or Cabinet—which 
will contain representatives of every 
separate Republic. This new conception 
of « Parliament has been hailed by 
admirers of Russia as an indication that, 
having employed the instrument of party 
dictatorship to carry her through the 
difficult years, she is now discarding rt 
in favour of democratic methods, . Un- 
fortunately, the forthcoming Parliament 
is no more likely to be truly representative 
than the superseded system ‘of soviets has 
been. In the first place, the right to 
nominate candidates for either Chamber 
is limited; although it is ‘‘ guaranteed ”' 
to “societies of toilers,” inter alia, 
Moscow has made it clear that only fully 
approved societies—that is tosay, organisa 
tions uuder the supervision of the Com 
munist Party—will exercise the right. In 
the second place. the Parliament will meet 
no more often than twice a year, in which 
circumstances it is unlikely to wield any

The revolts and famines and 
“ purges ' which have marked her career 
under Bolshevist rule give an idea of the 
weakness that somewhere must be sapping 
the roots of the colossal fabric, but 
whether the weakness is serious enough 
to destroy the fabric can be told only 
when the test is made—as it must be 
made before many more years have passed. 
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“ Garden of the Empire’’ 


The Nazi Minister of National Educa. 
tion, Dr. Bernard Rust, will make a tour 
of Italy soon;~ he will visit Venice, 
Florence and Pompeii, and will lecture 
on ‘‘the cultural renaissance’’ of 
Germany. The discussion—if discussion 
is allowed—at Dr. Rust’s lecture ought to 
be instructive. It will display the 
contact of minds which are accidentally at 
‘one, yet substantially in conflict. Italy 
and Germany are governed by dictator. 
ships which hold the same philosophy of 
force, and these Powers are allied for the 
time. Yet there is a radical difference in 
their ideals, and a latent difference in 
their interests. The German dictatorship 
is swayed by an irrational creed, which 
it is Dr. Rust’s function to propagate. 
That creed makes the German spirit, the 
very soul of the world, and despises the 
lesser breeds—including Italians—which 
have not the good fortune to be part of 
the Germanic : incarnation... That which 
Germany does is right, inasmuch as the 
spirit directs it. Whatever faults the 
leaders of Fascist Italy display, in 
tellectual and moral dishonesty is not 
among them. Signor Mussolini does not 
pretend to be justified by some mystic 
force when he wants a country that 
belongs to others. He simply tells Marshal 
De Bono to seize it, and proclaims his 
devotion to the ancient. Roman principle 
that might is right. Between Dr. Rust, 
whose Government claims a moral inspira 
tion, and the audience whose Government 
brushes aside morality. as irrelevant, there 
is a gulf, and it will be curious to see how 
the German lecturer will seek to bridge it.

Mr. Joseph Bruce Ismay, whose death, at 
the age of seventy-two, was announced in 
London yesterday, was a survivor of the 
Titanic, which sank in the Atlantic on her 
maiden voyage, in 1912. The eldest son ol 
Thomas Henry Ismay, of Dawpool, Cheshire. 
he was educated; at Elstree and at Harrow. 
A noted shipowner, he had been Chairman of 
the White Star Line, and also a director of 
the London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
He was Chairman of the Li 1 and 
London War Risks Association, and for nearly 
thirty years a member of the Board of the 
Asiatic Steam Navigation Company. In 
1919 he gave the Mercantile Marie Associa- 
tion, Liverpool, some £25,000 in War Loan 
Stock, to inangurate a fund in commemora- 
tion of the war-time service of the merchant 
fleet.

Mr. Lloyd George, by his recent speech 
on the international situation, has stirred 
up a hornet’s nest in Rome. He has been 
taken to task .y Signor Mussolini for his 
assertions Aig Hage the Italian volunteers 
in Spain. It is declared in official quarters 
that there are forty thousand Italians in 
General Franco’s army, including supply 
services. The issue of the statement caused 
a sensation: in foreign diplomatic circles 
in Rome hy the violence of its text and 
the bitter feeiing expressed about the good 
faith of Italy’s opponents, but the Govern. 
ment officials declared that it was in no 
way intended to disturb or hinder the 
work of the Non Intervention Committee 
to-morrow. The Spanish Government 
declares this evening that there is _ in- 
contestable evidence that there are at least 
one hundred thousand Italian troops on 
General Fraico’s side. The Government 
also states that its foreign volunteers total! 
fifteen thousand, and that the suggestion 
from Italy that there shall be an equal 
withdrawal. of volunteers from both sides 
is, therefore, regarded as absurd. 


State Opening of Parliament 


The King and Queen went to the House 
of Lords this afternoon to inspect th- 
arrangements made for the State opening 
of Parliament next Tuesday. To morrow 
there is to be a reharsal of the State pro- 
cession from Buckingham Palace to the 
House of Lords, and a warning has been 
issued by the police that traffic will suffer 
considerable interference up to 19 o'clock. 
If the weather should prove to be fine the 
police expect that great crowds will throng 
to the comparatively short route on Tues- 
day, and, in addition to the military who 
will line the roadways, special arrange- 
ments will be made for a lafge force of 
police to be in attendance. It will be the 
first State opening of Parliament for three 
years. 


The First Fog 


London experienced the first fog of the 
season to-day, and the result was that 
there were many motor crashes and other 
accidents. At some places the fog was 
very dense, and on the Thames everything 
was at a standstill for a considerable time. 
In some districts the omnibus services had 
to be discontinued, and thousands of 
ES had to walk to work through the 

On the Thames side hundreds marched 
in processions, headed by men carrying 
torches. Croydon and Heston Aerodromes 
were completely closed in by the fog, but 
air liners were delayed only a short time. 
The early morning newspaper “planes, 
however, outward bound from Croydon to 
the Continent, had to be cancelled. In 
Kent the fog was very heavy until about 
11 o'clock, when it cleared and the sun 
shone brilliantly. The prospects are that 
to-night there will be a revival of the fog 
in most districts, as there has been no 
wind during’ the day, but the railway 
services were fairly well maintained 
during the workers’ rush hours in the early 
evening. 


Gas Masks for Children 


Home Office anti-gas experts, who are 
seeking to perfect means of protecting very 
young children in the event of air raids, 
are to carry out exhaustive gas-mask trials 
at Dr. Barnardo’s Castle at Hawkhurst on 
Wednesday next. They are seeking to 


establish two points—(1) the earliest ace. 


at which a child can wear the smallest type 
of respirator at present available and be 
completely protected; and (2) whether 
the smallest re naomh is of the right type 
for young children, or whether a new 
type will have to be evolved. The gas- 
masks with which the Home Office have 
n experimenting are in three sizes 
large, medium and small. The smal! size 
has up to now been thought suitable for 
children of five. or at the very least four. 
It is thought that the experiments to be 
carried out on Wednesday may show that 
children of even three may be able to use 
these respirators. 


Cruising Liners 


Four of the greatest liners in the world 
—Empress of Britain, the Aquitania, the 
Normandie, and the Bremen—are to sail 
in strange Waters next year, as though 
they are normally employed on the North 
Atlantic crossing between Europe and

A SHERIFF'S inquiry, which was held at Dumbarton yesterday, 


into the fire whic 


occurred in a farm buildin 


at Kirkin- 


tilloch, when ten young farm workers from the Achill district of 
County Mayo lost their lives, found that death in every case was due 


to suffocation. 


The fire occurred early on the morning of September 16, and a 
doctor stated that the men were dead before the flames reached 


them. 


The jury, who took an hour and a half to consider their find- 


ings, hande 


in the following verdict :— 


That the cause of the deaths of the ten youths was poison- 
ing by carbon monoxide gas and inhalation of soot; 


That carbon monoxide gas was caused by overloading 
of the stove or hot plate in the shed where they were sleep- 


ing, and 


That the evidence was insufficient to enable the jury to 


come to a conclusion as to 


The jury recommended that 


the cause of the fire. 
all accommodation for seasonal 


workers should be inspected and passed by an official of the local 


authorities. 


Thirty witnesses had been cited to give evidence. Among them 
were four of the survivors—a man and his son and two girls.

A graphic story of the fire was told in 
evidence by John MacIsaac Mackie (56), 
potato salesman in charge of the Kirkin- 
tilloch branch of Messrs. Graham's potato 
business. Messrs. Graham were the em- 
ployers of the potato diggers. 

Mackie said that he visited the shed at 
about 9 o’clock on the night of September 
15th. There were quite a few persons 
inside the shed; they were in -the eating 
apartment, and appeared to be at tea. 
He asked them if he would lock the door 
or leave it open, and he got the reply: 
“ You can lock the door, and we will go 
by the wee door.” He turned and went 
out, and closed and padiocked the big 
door. 


EARLY MORNING SHOUT 


In reply to the Sheriff Principal the 
witness said that, when he left, the door 
could still be opened from inside. ‘The 
bolt on the inside was very easily operated. 
He took the key of the padlock away with 
him. He was awakened by hammering on 
the door of his house between 1.5 and 1.10 
in the morning, and heard someone shout: 
ing: ** Mackie, quick, quick, quick; the 
shed is on fire.” 

'“I put. on my shoes and ran to open 
the door,” the witness said. ‘‘ When I 
opened the door 1 saw nothing on the 
right inside but flames. Immediately that 
I opened the door 1 peered in to see If 
there was any individual in or around. 
When I opened the door full out the flames 
swept out.”” 


BURNING TARPAULIN 


The witness said that he was not inside 
the shed and ¢ould see’ nothing inside. 
Suddenly, however, he saw something go 
up in flames. and took it to be the 
tarpaulin sheet. He came away and put 
on his clothes, because he thought if there 
were human beings in the shed they would 
be dead.

Witness—I thought by the smoke that 
the people were bound to be suffocated 
There was no noise; there was no move. 

Mr. John Binnie, Procurator Fiscal, 
asked witness: “Do you not think you 
might have raised the alarm rather than 
running away home again, knowing that 
there had been some men occupying the 
shed ?’’

replied the witness, “' There was nobody 
there but me.” 

The witness said that the windows of 
the shed could be opened from inside; he 
had opened them himself many a time. 


NO SOUND FROM WITHIN 
With regard to the bolt which opened 


the sliding door, it was obvious to anyone 


using the shed, as it was situated ba 
below eye-level. Some of the workers had 
used the catch the previous year, and they 
must have known about this bolt. When 
the witness went down to the fire he heard 
no sounds from inside the bothy. 

Mr. John Wheatley, advocate, who 
appeared for the survivors, cross-examined 
the witness.

M R. EDEN, the Foreign Secretary,

Nineteen people, it is feared, were killed 
when a big commercial air liner crashed 
to-day high up on a mountain-side eighty 
miles east of Salt Lake City. 
Ot those aboard—sixteen passengers and 


three of a crew—four were women and 


fifteen men. 

Nine major air disasters have already 
claimed 101 lives in the United States in 
the t year, including the 35 victims of 
the Hindenburg disaster. 

The ‘plane was engaged on a trans-Con- 
tinental flight from New York. When she 
failed to arrive at Salt Lake City an aerial 
search was instituted. 

More than fourteen hours elapsed before 
the wreck was sighted among the 
mountains, where there have been cloud- 
bursts and snowstorms in the past twenty- 
four hours. : 

The searchers, who spotted the ‘plane 
from the air, reported by wireless that 
they saw no signs of life in the vicinity of 
the wreckage, but add that they were 
unable to fly low enough for a close 
inspection. They proposed to come down 
at the nearest possible landing ground and 
it on horseback to the scene of the 

isaster. 

A pilot of one of the six aeroplanes en- 
gaged on the search says the air liner 
came down in the heart of the Uintah 
mountains, in a region which he describes 
as “extremely wild almost, without 
trails.’’ 

Stretchers and emergency equipment were 
at once mobilised in the nearby settle- 
ments when the finding of the wreck 
became known. Many searchers have set 
out on horseback with waggons. In the 
task which lies before them they will have 
to fight their way through a dense wilder- 
ness, and they may require twenty-four 
hours to reach the scene of the disaster. 

The searchers will follow a rough 
waggon trail for miles, and then start the 
ascent through mud and snow. 

Officials of the air lines state that the 
crash occurred about 26 miles south cf

Japanese reports say that the 
spectacular advance of their Army 
down the Peiping-Hankow line is 
partly due to their successful clearing 
of the area between this railway and 
the Tientsin-Pukow line, which thus 
freed the Japanese flank from danger 
of attack, says a Reuter Tokyo tele- 
gram. 

In these clearing operations the 
Japanese sailed up the Tzeyao River from 
Chingchow, on the Tientsin-Pukow Rail- 
way. 

They left the boats at Hsiaofanchen, 
about 175 miles from the Peiping. 
Hankow line, and in ten days marched 
across country to the railway, fighting as 
they went. They covered an average of 
seventeen miles a day. 

This has. been a day of aerial 
activity on all fropts. 

In spite of a strong wind Japanese naval 
‘planes from Shanghai raided Nanking, 
and claim to have done much damage to 
the hangars and airfield at Tachiaochang 
and military points near by. In Shansi, 
southwards of Tatung, where the Chinese 
are attacking among the mountains, 
Japanese ’planes bombed the Chinese con- 
centrations around Sinhsien, forty miles 
north of Taiyuanfu, the capital. 

On the South China front the Japanese 
‘planes have since Friday extended their 
attacks into the Province of Kwangsi, and 
have bombed various points at Wachow 
Kweilin (the capital) and Nanking. 
Chinese positions on the Shanghai front 
have also been attacked from the air. 


HEAVY LOSSES 


Heavy losses on both sides are reported 
from. the battle area north of Taiyuanfu, 
North China, where between 30,000 and 
40,000 Japanese troops were earlier stated 
to have been surrounded by Chinese. With 
Japanese reinforcements on the way the 
Chinese stormed the lines of the be- 
leaguered men in an attempt to annihilate 
them before help could come. 

Chinese losses were also heavy, as the 
attacks were delivered in face of a very 
severe Japanese barrage. 

Packets, containing cigarettes, food and 
ammunition, descended on the Chinese 
lines from Japanese ’planes at one point. 
They were apparently meant for the 
surrounded troops, but the flyers had mis- 
taken the lines. 

The Chinese welcomed the cigarettes 
and food, but the ammunition was useless 
to them owing to the different calibre of 
their arms. i ' 

Latest reports indicate that after four 
days and nights of almost incessant fight- 
ing in this area both Chinese and 
Japanese troops are completely exhausted, 
and are resting while reorganising their 
lines and awaiting reinforcements. 

Chinese sources also claim that quiet 
has returned to the fronts on/the main 
Japanese lines of advance—along the 
Tientsin-Nanking and Peiping-Hankow 
railways. 


AIR RAID ALARM 


Taking advantage of beautiful weather 
Japanese war ‘planes twice raided the 
Nanking area yesterday. The first alarm 
was sounded at 9 a.m., when fifteen 
machines were sighted bearing down on 
Nanking from the direction of Shanghai. 
None of them came within the city limits, 
however. 

Six machines dropped a number of 
bombs on Tanyang, to the east of 
Nanking, while nine others made a 
reconnaissance flight over Kiangying.

While he was at the factory the Duchess 
visited the memorial of the battle of 
Leipzig, on the site where exactly 124 years 
ago Napoleon suffered. his great defeat. 

From the memorial she motored to the 
factory and joined the Duke and workmen 
at lunch in the canteen, the menu consist. 
ing of large helpings of bacon, marcaroni, 
beer and coffee. 

Shortly afterwards they left for Dresden, 
where they arrived at 2.15 p.m. Members 
of the British colony and a large local 
crowd cheered themselves hoarse at the 
station. A bouquet of chrysanthemums 
was presented to the Duchess by a woman 
leader of the Labour Front, clad in the 
Hitler Girl uniform. The flowers were 
coloured flaming red and gold—a new 
species cultivated by a Saxon gardener.

PATROLS STRENGTHENED

‘DOORS WERE OPEN” 


The car which struck the cycle passed wit- 
nesa s car at at least thirty miles an hour. 
The driver of witness’s car (Mr. Byrne) fol- 
lowed the car, witness having taken the 
nuinber of it. Witness noticed that the right- 
hand doors of the other car were open, and 
that somebody inside was trying to close 
the doors. 

They passed the car and pulled in in front 
of it. Witness jumped out, and saw that the 
driver aí the other car was Lord Gormanston. 
Witness said to Lord Gormanston: ‘‘ Do you 
know you have killed two people?” He 
made no reply, but a woman in his car said, 
“You are losing your head”; and then 
paid, ‘‘ We had better go back.” 

Lora Gormauston, who was out on the road 
et this time, said, “‘It was your fault “; and 
witness then said, “ You are not going to 
get away with it like that.” Lord Gormanston 
then turned his car and went back and wit- 
mess followed him. 

At the scene of the accident he saw 
Superintendent Walsh, who drove Lord 
Gormanston’s car down a bit of the road 
where there were tyre marks. 

The Justice complimented Colonel Hogan 
on the manner in which he had given his 
evidence. 

Michael Byrne, 16 Lansdowne road, said 
that on the 28th August he was driving home 
from Baldoyle races with Colonel Hogan and 
his wife.

DEATH IN THE FOG

MANY KILLED AND 
INJURED 


———é —- 


Fog in England yesterday led to a large 
number of accidents ana several deaths. 

At Thornwood, near Epping, two acci- 
dents within 100 yards of each other, in 
which one man was killed, eight others 
sajored, and seven vehicles imvolved, took 
piace. 

In the first a lorry skidded across the 
road and collided with a saloe, car. One of 
the occupants of the car, ©. Bryant, aged 
about 30, of King’s Cross, was killed. 

The driver of the car, Ernest Brown, of 
Saffron Wuiden, is detai ed in Epping 
Infirmary with serious injuries, and the 
other occupant is in a very critical con- 
dition. 

Sporting guns were found in the wreckage 
of the car, and it is believed that the three 
men were returning after a week-end’s 
shooting. 
The second accident occurred shortly after- 
wards, when two cars collided, causing a 
lorry to swerve across the road to avoid 
them, and. crash head-on into another lorry, 
which, in turn, was involved in a collision 
with a Green Line coach. 

The side of the coach was ripped off and 
five passengers were taken to Epping 
Infirmary suffering from. injuries and shock. 
The driver of one of the lorries is also de- 
| tained in hospital with a fractured leg. 

All the vehicles were badly damaged and 
traffic held up for some time. 

One soldier was killed and another 
seriously injured when a car in which they 
were riding came into collision with a lorry 
on the main London-Southanm:pton road. 
‘Sapper John Stanley Pugh, aged 26, of 
the Royal Engineers, lost his life, while his 
companion, Lance-Corporal Turnham, of the 
seme unit, was taken unconscious to Windsor 
Hospital. 

Mr. C. H. Tidberry,.of Cambridge, was 
killed when his motor cycle came into col 
lision with a lorry at Trumpington, near Cam- 
bridge. 

A crash between a motor coach and a 
heavy motor lorry on the Burford-Witney 
road, Oxfordshire, resulted in one man being 
killed and 17 injured. The coach and the 
lorry, which was laden with sheet metal, 
collided head-on in a thick fog 

Many of the passengers in the coach were 
treated by doctors on the roadside, but five, 
all from Wales, were taken to the Radcliffe 
Infirmary at Oxford, 

George Demmead, who is believed to be the 
dead man, was the lorry driver. 


RECENTLY MARRIED 


Bert Victor Sharman (24), of Chelmsford, 
who had only been married a month, was 
fatally injured near Colchester when his 
motor cycle came into collision wtih a motor 
car. 

His wife, who was riding on the pillion, 
was taken to hospital suffering from shock. 
Sharman received head injuries, and died

He said that the premises where 
the potato workers were housed consisted 
of a shed with a dwellinghouse attached. 
The shed had a concrete floor, brick walls 
and a wooden roof.

On September 16 he received a message 
that a fire had broken out in the bothy 
at Kirkintilloch. He went at once to the 
scene, and found that a number of workers 
had lost their lives and that the 
shed had been burned out. Usually 
workers weré housed in barns or granaries, 
but on this occasion they were housed in 
his own premises because there was no 
suitable accommodation in the farms on 
which they would be engaged. 


The whole squad was in charge of ‘‘Gaffer’’ 
Patrick Duggan, who was employed with the 
firm for thirty years. Messrs. Graham pro- 
vided blankets for sleeping and also supplied 
the workers with coal. Jn the case of men 
who were sleeping in the shed they provided 
upturned boxes on which workers spread their 
straw mattresses. The shed consisted of two 
apartments. Entry was ebtained by sliding 
doors about 11 or 12 feet broad, He ex- 
plained that these could be locked with a 
padlock on the outside, but, even although 
they were locked, the withdrawal of the bolt 
would allow the door fo be pushed apart 
to a distance of six feet. | 

Mr. Guthrie—So that even when the doors 
were padiocked could they be pushed aside !— 
Quite easily. 

He added that the doors could never be 
secured frém outside in such way as to make 
it impossible for any person to make his way 
out by the door, 


THE WOMEN WORKERS 


The dining-toom was separated from the 
sleeping apartment by a wuoden partition. 
There were three different methods of access. 
The women workers were housed in a eo ie 
adjoining the shed, and on the night of the 
tragedy Dugan was sleeping with his boy 
in one of the rooms of the cottage. The 
shed was supplied with a hot plate which 
rig situated about six feet from the sliding 
oor,

employer of these men to bear the whole cost 
of the funeral arrangements and the expense 
of the transport to Dublin. I paid the sum 
of £1356 odd. : 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wheatley, the wit- 
ness_said that this particular squad had been 
in his employment since Jane of this year, 
From that time they had worked on various 
farms throughout the country. They had 
gone from Ayrshire to Lothians and had 
arrived at Kirkintilloch on the day of the 
tragedy. 


THE HOT PLATE 


The witness stated that he had these 
premises for about two years, but he had 
never had the workers sleeping in the shed 
before. There was wire-netting on the outside 
of the windows, but it was possible to open 
them. They were about seven feet from the 
ground. The os in the shed was seven 
or eight feet hi 

padiccked on the outside, and there was a 
slip bolt on the inside which enabled the door 
to be opened even if it was padiocked. 
Some of the men who lost their lives, he 
said, had been in the shed on previous occa- 
sions, although they had not slept in it. He 
would not agree with counsel that the hot 
plate was beginning to crack up, or that it 
had outlived its purpose. The plate was used 
for cooking for five or six weeks prior to the 
tragedy

SAW HANDS AT A WINDOW 


A Kirkintilloch painter, David Hislop, 
whose attention had been attracted to the 
fire, said that as he passed the bothy he 
heard what he took to be the faint voice of a 
man inside the shed. He also saw the image 
of a man’s hands at one of the windows. He 
got a pole from one of the girls and broke 
the window, but he saw no sign of hands 
then, There was a great volume of smoke 
coming out, flames were leaping up, and the 
roof crashed in. He endeavoured to force 
open the back door, but no matter how he 
pushed and kicked he could not open it.

THE ROAD FACTOR 


. Read improvement in the full sense of the 
word, would do a great deal to remove road. 
accidents, A fresh consideration of highway 
policy had become necessary, becaase the 
motor ‘was now an economic force providiig 
for the livelihood of many, affecting the lives 
of all, and capable even of changing the 
centres of industry and ecommerce. It was 
difficult to predict the character of the road 
of the future, as evolution was continuous ;

For the first time since the 
Roman era Britain had adopted a trunk road 
scheme with 4,500 miles ot national highways 
under State: contro.. an. th Government 
had. issued a memorandum explaining how 
pars safety could be attained by effective 
ay-out and construction, 

A report recently issued by tha County 
Surveyor of Oxford. showed that, four out of 
five fatal accidents in the last four years 
would not have happened if roads had been 
designed and constructed on the ideal lines 
now recommended by the British Uovern- 
ment. It was not that most motorists and 
road-users did not already exercise as mach 
care and good judgment as could be hamanly 
expected; but the conditions gave them no 
chance. On the average a motorist drove 
three-and-a-half million miles before becom- 
ing involved in a fatal accident. Only one 
driver in ten met with a fatal accident in 
his driving life, and then he might not be 
to blame, 

The ideal highway must fulfil three major 
requirements—those of economic necessity, 
et ‘with safety, and beauty of design. 

he highway of the future must provide far 
segregation of traffic, with paths for walk- 
ing, riding, cycling and dual carriage ways 
for motor traffic, By judicious planting “of 
shrubs and trees, such w highway became a 
park. . lt should be at least 900 feet wide, 

The road-safety problem was. not uliar to 
this country, Everywhere the whole civilised 
world --as paying the price for the benefits of

It is true that what the Irish neople 
did to Joe Brady and Tim Kelly in 
1883 they did to Parnell within seven 
years; he, too, was thrown to the wolves, 
What is not presented in the play is that 
Parnell’s policy had been accepted by the 
eople, and the policy was assassinated with 
the Chief and Under-Secretaries. 

One aspect. of the play, which must re- 
ceive its meed of attention, is the plea of 
Brady that the feelings of the people were 
so stirred by the leaders that the desire for 
action was irresistible That plea is valid; 
it is one that must be taken seriously by 
leaders at all times and in all places. If 
young impulsive boys are to be urged to 
desperate deeds they must not be disowned 
when the deeds have been done. The dream 
of striking a blow for Irish liberty—of bein 
one with Owen Roe and Sarsfield—stirre 
Dublin artisans, and, even if their deed be 
held unforgiveable, the dream holds good.

FIRST-CLASS HOTELS 


For the benefit of their passengers, the 
canal company had hotels on the canal side 
at ‘Sallins; Robertstown. Tullamore and 
Shannon Harbour, as well as at the starting

ese were among the best hotels in the 
country, while that at Portobello (now, used 
as a nursing home) was without a peer at 
one time. - ' Fa 

It was not always pnceeen ty for passengers 
to interrupt their journeying by staying over- 
night at these hotels, for the company ran 
night boats as well as day boats. The com- 
any, in addition to its link-up “with the 
isncont services, had coaches of its own, 
some of these being excellent.vehicies, far in 
advance of the usual type then on the road. 

Towards the close of the eighteenth century 
inland water transport was considered to bo 
the most regular and the safest way of trave'- 
ing, in Britain as well as in Ireland. Mr. 
Phillips. spoké of the inferior road services 
which existed when the canals first came into 
use. A traveller Journey ing from Dublin to 
Cork was unable to get farther than Kil- 
kenny by btage coach. From Kilkenhy he 
would have to go by a hired post-chaise, for 
which a horse might be taken from a plough. 
There were dnly four stage coaches settinc 
cut from Dublin, the roads were poor, and 
there was also the danger of bein 
by highwaymen. The standing of the canals 
in the minds of the public as the premier 
method of transport was imdicated by the 
way they influenced the lay-out of railway 
systems. ‘The site of the Broadstone Station, 
for example, was clearly chosen because there 
was a canal system with its terminus in the 


locality. 
AN EARLY LOTTERY 


A series of what might be termed -financial 
misadventures marked the mauguration ot the 
Grand Canal. “It was,” said Mr. Phillips, 
‘* a story of Government failure and the suc- 
cess ot Insh enterprise’? The Insh Board of 
Inland Navigation was formed by the Govern- 


1 ment in 1751, with the right to spend £7,000 


annually. In 1756 the Grand Canal was com- 
menced. The engineer, named Omer, thought 
to be a Dutchman, had reported that the 
canal could be made from Dublin to Athy at 
a cost of £90,000. Actually the first 20 miles 
cost £190,000. . The engineer was a hopeless 


Corporation, who had a scheme for a water 
supply in conjunction with the canal, between 
them made a mess of the venture. In the 
end they threw up the whole thing in disgust. 
An attempt had been made to raise money 
for the canal by means of a lottery, but the

COST £2,000,000 


The junction of the canal with the Liffey 
and the construction of the Ringsend Dock 
was completed in 1796, when there was 
another great ceremony, witnessed, it was 
estimated at the time, by 160,000 ‘spectators. 
In the end over £200,000 was required to 
complete the project. The company had a 
large number of directors.

CO. DUBLIN BOARD ON 
PRESENT TACTICS 


‘* In the four tournaments which have been 
held since. the beginning of the present 
season,” said Mr, P. J. Kilcullen, President, 
at a meeting of the County Dublin Board, 
1.A.B.A., last night, “ four boxers have been 
disqualified and seven others have sustained 
burst eyebrows. Most of the injuries have 
been causéd by illegal use of the head—in 
some cases accidental, in some déliberate— 
and the Board must view the matter with 
the utmost seriousness,”’ 

‘Ts was clear,’” he continued, “ that 
boxers were beginning to leave science behind 
and were employing rough-house tactics 
instead.” 

Mr. Kileullen said it was not fair that 
referees should be expected to teach boxers 
how they should behave. The place to do 
this was in the club gymnasiums. He con- 
tinued that, unless the clubs took the matter 
in hand, the Board would have to mffict severe 
penalties on suspended boxers whose eases 
came before them for reinstatement,

TWO THOUSAND MILES ON 
FOOT 


Each of the members of the Southern 
Rhodesian Geological Survey walk an average 
of 2,000 miles each winter and spends the 
summer recording his trip. These walks are 
strenuous, too, for they include ascending 
fhe highest mountains and descending to the 
bottom of the deepest mines. 

In a recent broadcast from Salisbury, Mr 
B. Lightfoot. Director of the Survey, gave an 
interesting account of the romance and the 
practical value of his department. When, in 
1910, the work started, it was found that 
there were no proper maps of the Colony. 
Tt had, therefore, to make its own, and has 
been doing so ever since. At first they went 
to work with donkey-wagons, travelling at 
two miles an hour; last year an aeroplane 
was used, and the geologists travelled at 
120 miles an hour. 

Maps are now made by aerial photographs, 
and the geologists later fill in data collected 
during their traverses in remote districts. 

“ Rhodesia,”’ said Mr, Lightfoot, “is com 
posed of a solidified sea of granite which has 
hodies of schist, like boats, floating on top. 
The schist belts are the valuable portion 
of Southern Rhodesia, containing all the goid

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THE HIDDEN STRUGGLE 


“ But in truth anyone who thence should 


draw optimistic conclusions regarding further 


development of the relations between Church 
and State in Germany would show that he 

had learned nothing from the teaching and 

experience of the last four years. With 

sorrow we realise that the comparative mode- 

ration (in the oratorical displays at Nurem- 

berg) easily explained by the general situa- 

tion of the present, cannot make us forget 

that the hidden and open struggle against 

the Church and against the rights guaranteed 

to her in a solemn Concordat continues with- 

out truce. You may find the clear proofs of 

this, among others, in the increasing cres- 

cendo of the Press—ever more unrestrained 

and, to say the least, unbecoming—and in 

the recent regulations, contrary to the Con- 

cordat, regarding religious instruction. These 

regulations aim at withdrawing religious 

teaching from its competent exponents, 

namely, the priests, and require these to re- 

vise and reform the catechism ‘in a National- 

Socialist sense,’ and that sense, as appears 

from the explanations of its authorised in- 

terpreters means the denial of the funda- 

mentsl truths of the Christian Faith.” 

“ Moreover, the Congress of Nurem- 
herg also showed that the process of pene- 
tration of the National-Socialist movement, 
with its neo-paganism of ‘ Nordic’ brand, 
goes on unceasinglv. Far from opposing such 
penetration, the official representatives of the 
movement, while favouring and urging on 
its expansion, cast off more and more those 
tactical reserves which for a certain time 
had been observed by them. Thus, when the 
Holy See. both by diplomatic Note and in direct 
conversations concentrated the discussion on 
the struggle against Christianity theoretically 
nroclaimed, and, in fact, inspired by Rosen- 
berg, assurances were repeatedly given in 
writing and verballv that it was his personal 
work for which the Reich assumed no re- 
snonsibilitv. Even other representatives cf 
the Government did not hesitate to express 
in unequivocal terms to ecclesiastical authori- 
ties their judgment abont the lack of merit 
and of scientific value in the well-known book 
of Rosenberg. In spite of this, however, the 
official propaganda and the enforcement of 
the Rosenberg ideology, took on ever greater 
proportions. It became the groundwork of 
all the courses for teachers dependent on the 
State and on the party; it entered into the 
State schools; his ‘‘ Myth of the Twentieth 
Century ” was built as the corner stone into 
the great erectior: of Nurem>erg Hence, in 
the light of facts so patent, the declarations 
and assurances of the Reich Government lose 
their value. Then, as if this series of facts 
needed a symptomatic and symbolic crown— 
just to open the eyes of those who find it 
more convenient to keep tl.em shut—there 
was given the first prize in the nation to 
Alfred Rosenberg. This solemn proclamation 
of Rosenberg, not as “poet.” but as 
“prophet laureate’’ of National-Socialist 
thought, and of the National-Socialist State, 
is & fact of which the symbolic significance 
scatters the smoke screen that for years has 
been raised around the official position of 
National-Socialism in face of Christianity and 
of the Charch. 


A PERILOUS PATH 


“Bearing these facts in mind, let anyone 
re-read the Encyclical ‘Mit brennender 
Sorge”’ and wte the stress which therein 
is laid, for the sake of a true peace between 
the Church and the State, on sundering the 
fatal bond which links the powers of the 
State to the forces hostile to Christianity; 
he will then understand how perilous is the 
path on which cultural development, in Ger- 
many has entered since the management of 
the State has declared itself so fully and so 
solemnly in close accord with the literary 
work of Rosenberg.” | 
We are grieved to have to state that such 
an identification tends to remove the con- 
ditions and suppositions necessary for that 
religious pacification which the Holy See has 
sought and seeks sincerely in the interest of 
the German people themselves. It makes 
vain the profession of a benevolent attitude 
towards . Christianity. We read, for 
example, in the utterances of Nuremberg the 
really astounding assertion that the National- 
Socialist revolution “ has not taken even a 
hat from a single ecclesiastic’*—as if the 
actual’ happenings in Germany were not de- 
plorable enough; al! that can be said is that 
every revolution has its successive phases. 
“he irreligions book has been consciously 
and uncoasciously elsewhere the forerunner 
vf later enormities. Who shall be able to 
assure the present rulers of Germany that 
the seeds of hatred and of vile abuse for 
everything sacred may not bring forth on 
German soil fruits which must appal all 
true friends of the people of Germany and 
of its future? 


SPANNING THE 
ZAMBEZI 


PLANS FOR NEW ROAD 
BRIDGE 


Preliminary work on the site of the new 
great road bridge over the Zambezi has com- 
menced, though it is not yet known when the 
steel work cam be expected from Middles- 
brough (England). 

The first step is the making of a road across 
the 146 miles of virgin country between the 
nearest point on the railway—which is a 
siding called Lion's Den—and Chirundu, 
where the bridge will be flang from Southern 
to Northern Rhodesia. Over this road 3,000 
tons of steel must be carried in motor lorries 
in loads of about 10 tons.
